Of 
this spindles in place,,$b« Southern 
mills showed a total of 10,757,892 ac­ 
tive, while the New England mills 
kept only 13,884,058 in operation dur­ 
ing June.

The total number of spindles

place in the United States on June 
30 was 37,858,211, of which number 
32,309,896 were reported active during 
the month. 
Of the total number of 
spindles in place in the* milla of the 
United States, only 1,969,870 were in 
mills outside of the New England 
and cotton-growing states. 
Southern states led in the average 
of active hours per spindle in peace, 
South Carolina being first with an 
avergge of 287 active hours per spin­ 
dle for the month; North fíarolifla was 
second with an average of 276; Geor­ 
gia was third with 262; Texas fourth 
with 261; Alabama was fifth with 254 
and Tennessee sixth with an average 
of 250 active hours per spindle.
